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Rare DX: Rick Henry 


I first met Rick Henry, NJ7D, on 
40-meters SSB. He was then maritime 
mobile in Region 2 aboard the US. 
Coast Guard cutter Rush enroute from 
Alaska to its home port, Alameda. A 
chief warrant officer, he was also 
electronics officer on the Rush, 
responsible for installation and 
maintenance of all electronic systems 
aboard from the ships intercom to 
early-warning and fire-control radar. 
He had his own ham shack aboard 
which was located alongside his 
Commodore computer on the desk in 
his stateroom. Due to dock at the 
US.C.G. Base in Alameda, the Rush was 
to attend an open house at Pier 46 in 
San Francisco with three other Coast 
Guard ships. | was invited to visit and 
spent several hours touring the ship, 
meeting the Captain and several other 
officers and crewmembers. The Rush 
is a 378-foot cutter, of the newest and 
largest class operated by the CG, and 
is used primarily for offshore 
enforcement patrol and rescue work. 
At the time, it had just returned from 
a year's duty in Alaskan waters, 
including the Bering Sea and Straits. 
Rick had been aboard for three 
months and was due to be detatched 
prior to reassignment as station chief 
at USCG. Loran Station at Marcus 
Island (also known as Minami 
Torishima). At my invitation, he 
accompanied me to the May P.A.ARA. 
meeting, where he was introduced 
and gave a short talk about his 
upcoming one-year tour as rare DX. 

He had already applied for and 
had been granted a Japanese license 
(Minami Torishima is a Jampanese 
possession occupied by a Japanese 
weather station with a staff of 20 
people and shared by a 30 man Coast 


Guard Loarn contingent.) This fast 
June, Rick commenced his one-year 
tour taking with him a brand new 
TS-940 and other gear; he uses a 
seven-element log periodic antenna 
erected by one of his predecessors, 
and for 160 and 80 meters, he uses a 
dipole strung near his living quarters. 
Under the call 7J!ACH, he 
chases DX on all HF bands on both SSB 
and CW with some time for AMTOR 
and RTTY. I have had QSO's with him 
on 14.153 MHz as well as 14.203 MHz 
SSB. He reports that life on the island, 
while busy, is not at all what he had 
expected: the island itself is quite 
tropical although it is situalted well 
north of the Tropic of Cancer about 
1200 miles southeast of Tokyo, all by 
itself in the western Pacific Ocean. 
Rick reports that the only 
access to the island is by air; there is 
an all-weather strip, and the two 
installations are served by weckly 
flights from Yokota Air Base, near 
Tokyo. The island itself is triangular, 
measuring about 3/4 miles ona side. 
He usually starts his DX-chasing 
in the early evening after supper 
(about midnight California time); he 
starts on 20-meters SSB (14.203 Mllz) 
at 4 or 5 A.M. our time he moves to 
40-meter CW (7.005 MHz decending) 
Since his reporting date in June he has 
logged over 6,000 contacts keeping his 
states-side QSL manager, NG7X, busy. 
In late December, Rick will be 
returning to the Bay Area and other 
West Coast ports on three weeks 
leave, at the midpoint of his!2-month 
stint. If his schedule permits, he will 
attend another PA A.RA. meeting; he 
says he is working on a slide show 
about life on the island and rare DX.
